To see if the Town of Pittsburg will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of six hundred dollars ($600) for the support of the 
Community Action Outreach Program.

Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund and authorize the withdrawal of this 
sum for this purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to estab- 
lish a Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing a new 
fire truck or repairing currently-owned fire trucks for recer- 
tification, pursuant to RSA Chapter 35.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) for the purpose of 
clearing and enlarging the Lakes and Hollow Cemeteries and author- 
ize the withdrawal of this sum for this purpose from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) for a tank truck to replace 
the present 1952 Reo GSA tank truck, with any excess funds to be 
used to purchase fire equipment, and authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase same with the recommendations of the town Fire Wards, 
and authorize the withdrawal of this sum for this purpose from 
the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund.

To see how much money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
to resurface with hot-top tarred Town roads. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to pur- 
chase a second-hand dump truck, the price not to exceed $8,000 
(eight thousand dollars), with money to be taken out of the 
current highway budget. 


19. (BY PETITION) To see if the Town of Pittsburg shall call upon 
the Governor and Executive Council, its State Representative(s) 
and State Senator to promptly convene a Special Session of the 
Legislature for the sole purpose of preventing the imposition of 
huge cost increases inelectric rates resulting from the Seabrook 
Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, businesses, schools and 
agencies in the Town of Pittsburg, and to direct the Selectmen to 
promptly notify our above listed elected officials of the Town's 


desire.

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AMBULANCE CORPS. REPORT 


In 1983 the Pittsburg Ambulance Corps had a total of 20 members. 
Fourteen of these members are EMT's; six are qualified in Advanced 
First Aid. A great deal of personal time is given by these EMT's and 
Advanced First Aiders. This not only includes the long hours of 
initial training but also in the monthly training they receive. 


We now have four portable oxygen units available for use at any 
time. These units are located at Robert Gray's (Indian Stream), Pow- 
der Horn Lodge (Back Lake), Bert von Dohrmann's (lst. Lake), and at 
the Pittsburg Fire Station on one of the fire department trucks. 


A blood pressure clinic is still sponsored by the Pittsburg 
Ambulance Corps with Madelene Judd as co-ordinator. Starting in 
February, the clinic was moved from the Pittsburg School to Wander 
Inn. It will be on the first Monday of every month, from 11 a.m. to 
12 noon. i 


A CPR refresher course was given in October for all ambulance 
personnel. This is a yearly requirement for all the attendants. 
Also, forty-eight hours of continuing education courses were required 
of ali EMT's, 


Ambulance attendants now have "jump kits" that are carried with 
them in their vehicles. These kits are equipped with enough first 
aid material to treat an immediate injury until the ambulance arrives. 
They have already been used a number of times and have proven very 
useful. 


During 1983 we had a total of 36 emergency runs and 2 transfers. 
The Pittsburg ambulance is still available for transfers upon request 
of the patient. 


I would like to thank the officers of the ambulance corps, Glen 
Merrill, Vice-President, Marjorie Straw, Treasurer, Lou Young, 
Secretary, Donna Gray, Assistant Secretary, and all the members of 
the corps for their time and support. 


We would also like to take this opportunity to thank the people 
of Pittsburg for their support during the year. We look forward to 
serving you during 1984.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During the year of 1983 the Pittsburg Police Department received 
1,019 calls through the Emergency Communications Center in Colebrook. 
I would like to stress that the Town of Pittsburg pays the Town of 
Colebrook each year for the use of the dispatch center, and it is 
open twenty-four hours a day. Please call 237-5555 for a police 
emergency. 


The year 1983 was a busy year, with most of the court cases be- 
ing motor vehicle and unauthorized camping violations. There were a 
number of arrests and warnings given out, as well as a number of 
burglaries, most of them cleared by arrest. The majority of the 
burglaries or criminal trespassing were done during the winter months. 
Just a reminder: do not leave any valuable items in your camps. If 
you must, write down the serial numbers and take pictures of them, 
especially guns, TV's, radios, and anything of value. If there are 
no serial numbers on the items, put your social security number or 
Name and address inside the item, or mark it on it. If you have any 
questions on the best way to do this, please call me or Sgt. Lapoint. 


In 1983 all the officers in the department got together and 
went through a firearms course. By this summer, everyone will be 
certified in the use of handguns and shotguns. 


A new mobile radio was purchased for the cruiser, and the old 
radio installed in Sgt. Lapoint's vehicle. Now everyone in the de- 
partment has a mobile radio or walkie-talkie. 


For the people who own and use trail bikes and other OHRV's: 
when there is no snow cover, you need written permission from the 
landowner to operate an OHRV upon his land (RSA 215-A:211I). St. 
Regis Paper Company has asked all law enforcement agencies in the 
area to enforce this law on their lands. I mentioned this last year 
and want to remind you to advise any of your friends who come from 
out of the area about this law. 


On behalf of myself, Sgt. Lapoint, Officer von Dohrmann, and 
Officer French, I would like to thank the people of Pittsburg for 
their help and support in the past year. We will continue to work 
with you to make this community a good place in which to live.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire preven- 
tion and control program leads the nation in least acres burned per 
forest fire. Less than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for 
the prevention and control of all grass and woods fires when the 
ground is not snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing 
a written permit for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground 
out of doors when the ground is not covered with snow. Each person 
wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this written permit from 
the town Fire Warden before kindling the fire. Any person that does 
not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating our 
forest fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and could 
be fined up to $1,000 and receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
unless it is raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire 
danger increases steadily between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then sub- 
sides to a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens 
because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily ignited and 
dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part 
of the day fire fighters are not readily available in most communities 
so an escaped fire could burn longer and cause greater damage before 
being suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is 
greatly appreciated.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Pittsburg Fire Department held its monthly meetings on the 
second Wednesday of each month at 7 p.m. In addition, we also held 
three drills. Members are encouraged to attend at least one outside 
fire school during the year. Additionally, many hours are spent on 
equipment maintenance, routine up-keep of the station, and on outside 
equipment such as hydrants. 


In 1981 we purchased a second-hand radio system, and in 1982 we 
received our frequency and license to operate it. Also in 1982, the 
radios were modified to two-channel systems so we could have our own 
frequency and the local mutual-aid frequency for working with other 
departments. We now have these radios installed in three trucks 
(both pumpers and the tank truck) and a base station. We have also 
purchased another base station that we are planning to convert to a 
paging system some time in the future. In addition, we have two hand 
held sets with our frequencies for portable pump crews and Scott-pack 
crew use. 


During this year the department again sponsored the Santa Claus 
program for the first four grades at Christmas, and presented a pro- 
gram on "Child Fire Awareness" to teach children dangers of fire and 
how to cope with a fire situation. This program was excellent, and 
well-received with over 150 people in attendance. It was done in 
conjunction with an open-house at the station. More children than 
adults attended the open house, probably because of the refreshments 
on hand. The ''Child Fire Awareness'' program was video-taped and is 
available to any organization who wishes to view it or show it to a 
children's group.

Every 
new home; single-family or multi-dwelling, must have smoke detectors 
installed and inspected before they are occupied. (RSA 153:10-a). 
Anyone wishing to have the inspection done may call 538-6373 or 538- 
6697 and make arrangements. There is a penalty for non-compliance.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
“A RECOMMITMENT TO EXCELLENCE” 


On April 26, 1983, the National Commission on Excellence 1n 
Education submitted its final report to U. S. Secretary of 
Education, Terrell H. Bell. The report, now commonly refer- 
red to as the "Nation At Risk Report", has rekindled public 
interest and concern on the quality and status of education 
in our Nation. The Commission's report gave particular 
attention to an assessment of the quality of teaching and 
learning in our Nation's public and private schools, col- 
leges, and universities, and also, to defining problems 
which must be faced and overcome if we are successfully to 
pursue the course of excellence in education. 


Reaction to the report has been varied and wide spread. In 
our state alone, three formal studies are presently being 
conducted in response to the sweeping indictment made by 
the Commission. Areas being studied are the curriculum in 
high schools, graduation requirements, the length of the 
school day, the school year, and the time on task spent on 
various subjects both in the classroom and on homework 
assignments. 


Although it is anticipated that New Hampshire schools will 
fare fairly well in terms of the Commission's findings, 
(recent public reports indicate that New Hampshire ranks 
top in the Nation in regard to Scholastic Aptitute Tests 
taken by seniors) there is concensus by all concerned with 
education that there is a need for a recommitment to excel- 
lence; from the parent, the student, the school, the com- 
munity, and ultimately the nation. 


Because of their timely importance and relevance the fol- 
lowing excerpts from the Commission's report are presented: 


“We define 'excellence' to mean several related 
things. At the level of the individual learner, 
it means performing on the boundary of individual 
ability in ways that test and push back personal 
limits, in school and in the workplace. Excel- 
lence characterizes a school or college that sets 
high expectations and goals for all learners, 
then tries in every way possible to help students 
reach them. Excellence characterizes a society 
that has adopted these policies, for it will then 
be prepared through the education and skill of 
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its people to respond to the challenges of a rap- 
idly changing world. Our Nation's people and its 
schools and colleges must be committed to achiev- 
ing excellence in all these senses." 


"The task of assuring the success of our recom- 
mendations does not fall to the schools and col- 
leges alone. Obviously, faculty members and ad- 
ministrators along with policymakers and the mass 
media, will play a crucial role in the reform of 
the educational system. But even more important 
is the role of parents and students, and to them 
we speak directly. TO PARENTS: You know that 
you cannot launch your children into today's world 
unless they are of strong character and well- 
educated in the use of language, science, and 
mathematics. They must possess a deep respect 
for intelligence, achievement, and learning, and 
the skills needed to use them; for setting goals; 
and for disciplined work. That respect must be 
accompanied by an intolerance for the shoddy and 
second-rate masquerading as good enough. 


You have the right to demand for your children 
the best our schools and colleges can provide. 
Your vigilance and your refusal to be satisfied 
with less than the best are the imperative first 
step. But your right to a proper education for 
your children carries a double responsibility. 

As surely aS you are your child's first and most 
influential teacher, your child's ideas about 
education and its significance begin with you. 
You must be a living example of what you expect 
your children to honor and emulate. Moreover 
you bear a responsibility to participate actively 
in your child's education. You should encourage 
more dilligent study and discourage satisfaction 
with mediocrity and the attitude that says ‘let 
it slide’; monitor your child's study; encourage 
good study habits; encourage your child to take 
more demanding rather than less demanding courses; 
nuture your child's curiosity, creativity, and 
confidence; and be an active participant in the 
work of the schools. Finally help your children 
understand that excellence in education cannot 

be achieved without intellectual and moral integ- 
rity coupled with hard work and commitment. 
Children will look to their parents and teachers 
as models of such virtues. 
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TO STUDENTS: You forfeit your chance for life at 
its fullest when you withhold your best effort in 
learning, when you give only the minimum to learn- 
ing, you receive only the minimum in return. Even 
with your parents' best example and your teachers' 
best effort, in the end it is your work that de- 
termines how much and how well you learn. When 
you work to your full capacity, you can hope to 
attain the knowledge and skills that will enable 
you to create your future and control your des- 
tiny. If you do not, you will have your future 
thrust upon you by others. Take hold of your life, 
apply your gifts and talents, work with dedication 
and self-discipline. Have high expectations for 
yourself and convert every challenge into an oppor- 
tunity." 


Copies of the entire report are available to any interested 
person and may be obtained in the Office of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools. 


I extend my thanks and appreciation to the members of the 
school boards,.principals, and faculty. It is through 
their dedication, hard work and commitment that our schools 
strive for excellence. With support from you, the voter 
and taxpayer, our local school districts will meet the 
challenge in providing sound educational programs.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


School nursing originated in England in the 1890's. It took 
root in the United States in the early 1900's and was well 
established by the 1920's. Today, the school nurse is the 
Staff member responsible for protecting and promoting the 
health of all students. The goal of the school nurse is to 
maximize each child's potential to learn and to grow by pro- 
viding the best possible health care. Our school program 
this year attempted to meet this goal through the use of 
screening programs, physical examinations, assistance from 
State and community agencies, immunization clinics, dental 
programs and parental support. 


Dr. Marjorie Parsons again provided professional medical ad- 
vice as our school physician and Mary Sasser, family nurse 
practitioner, assisted her. 


We expanded our school health program to include a CPR course 
from the American Heart Association and a Multi-Media First 
Aid course from the American Red Cross. These courses were 
offered to faculty members and to students in grades eleven 
and twelve. 


Also new this year was a Developmental Screening Clinic made 
available through NCES for children four and five years old. 
The children were tested for fine and gross motor skills, 
concepts and communication. 


NCES was helpful in providing our district with equipment for 
impedance screening. Robin Henne, hearing consultant, tested 
the children for middle ear dysfunctions. 


The N.H. Lung Association made available a program for high 
School students that pointed out the hazards of smoking. 
Different bodily functions were measured before and after 
Smoking to show the effects of that activity. Mr. Pinci, our 
Science teacher, conducted the program. 


The American Cancer Society sponsored their Great American 
Smoke Out in November. The third grade students enjoyed 
sending helium balloons into the air. They received anti- 
Smoking buttons and learned about the risks of smoking. 


Our district also began several much needed drug and alcohol 
prevention programs. The ME/ME Program was designated for 
grades one through six and the Ombudsman Program for grades 
seven and eight. Workshops were held for school personnel 
involved in implementing each program. The ultimate goal of 
the programs is drug abuse prevention through improving self 
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esteem and decision making. 


The SADD (Students Against Drunk Driving) program was intro- 
duced this year. SADD has four goals: to help eliminate 

the drunk driver and save lives; to alert high school stu- 
dents to the dangers of drinking and driving; to conduct 
community awareness programs; and to organize peer counseling 
programs to help students who may have concerns about alcohol. 
Roland Biron was elected president of Pittsburg's SADD pro- 
gram. State Trooper John Barthelmes was invited to the 
school to lecture and to present a film concerning drunk 
driving. Robert Weber accompanied the students to Concord 
for the state SADD meeting. 


The school nurses and the Staff Development Committee or- 
ganized a Nutrition Workshop in May. It was presented by the 
New England Dairy and Food Council for the purpose of devel- 
oping nutrition programs in the classrooms, grades K-12. 
Teaching kits were provided to the teachers who attended the 
workshop. 


The State Department of Education required each child entering 
school to be completely immunized. Tuberculin testing, how- 
ever, was no longer deemed necessary by the state due to the 
low incidence of tuberculosis in our area. 
In closing, I wish to thank all those in the community who 
have helped me make this such a successful year.
